the boycott on Japanese goods last 
May, according to Mohan T. Y. Zi. 
of Shanghai, delegate of the Chi­ 
nese General Chamber of Commerce 
to the national foreign trade con­ 
vention to be held here in May. 
Commissioner Zi, a member of 
one of the greatest importing and 
exporting houses in China, is mak­ 
ing a tour of leading American cit­ 
ies, and will return here in time 
for the convention. 
Speaking of Japan’s loss of the 
trade it had built up with China 
during the war, reaching a volume 
of hundreds of millions of dollars, 
Commissioner Zi told of the oppor­ 
tunities offered to Americans. 
“As a condition precedent to this 
great trade opportunity for Ameri­ 
ca in China, the primary considera­ 
tions are better cable facilities and 
more shiprf”, he said. “American 
cotton exports to China up to the 
time when this country entered 
the war, approximated $100,000,000. 
The .great bulk of this trade, im­ 
mediately upon your exports stop­ 
ping,. was secured by Japan, which 
obtaining the raw product from Chi­ 
na, manufactured the cotton and 
sent the finished product back for 
Chinese markets. 
“Since the boycott, due to the 
Shantung situation, this great cot­ 
ton market has been left practically 
open, and one of my chief missions 
to this country is to establish con­ 
nections with the big cotton export­ 
ers. China is urgently in need of 
materials of hardware and of elec­ 
trical equipment. In the latter line

“While to the outside world the 
trouble between Northern and South­ 
ern China seems important, it has 
no great bearing on the mercantile 
and industrial life of China. These 
factional differences are the pro­ 
duct of political groups seeking pow­ 
er.

Chinese are also making strides 
in the development of industries and 
building up the manufactures of 
their own country, Commissioner 
ZI said. He also pointed out that 
American business men made a mis­ 
take in dealing with comprsdores 
(native commission merchants) at 
Chinese ports, rather than with Chi­ 
nese importing and exporting houses, 
who, better understanding thir prob­ 
lems, talking the language of their 
clients, operated more economically 
and efficiently in behalf of foreign 
traders.

A Little Talk On Pneumonia 


This is the pneumonia time of the year—look out 
for it. 
There is much that you can do to prevent its attack­ 
ing you—and to fight it if it does attack you. 
Pneumonia means an “inflammation of the lungs,” 
and nearly all cases are caused by a germ—usually 
flying about in the air, and known as the “Pneumo­ 
coccus.” 
It doesn’t make much difference what name you call 
it by—It is a bad citizen—very dangerous and should 
be fought in every possible way. There are two ways 
of combatting this dread disease: 
First: By keeping it out of the body. This is the 
best way. 
Do not go near one sick with the disease unless 
absolutely necessary, and then use great care. 
Always wash your hands most thoroughly before 
eating. 
As the germs lodge in the nose, throat and mouth, 
great care should be used not to allow them to get into 
the air and fly about to attack other people. 
Never spit on the floor, the dust spreads them, as 
they are not killed by dryness. 
Never cough or sneeze—without using a cloth or 
handkerchief—remember the other fellow and be a 
“safe man.” 
Get this habit of carefulness. 
A careful habit is the best body guard—and if you 
practice safety and cleanliness others will follow you. 
Second: The next way of fighting the disease—is to 
put up a strong resistance to the intruder—if one gets 
into your body. 
Keep yourself constantly in physical fighting trim. 
Your safety will depend on this. 
Keep the skin clean and healthy—by bathing it 
morning and night. 
Avoid undue fatigue and bodily depression—this 
firedisposes to the trouble. 
Try not to expose the body to great extremes of 
heat or cold—or going suddenly into the cold air—when 
excessively heated. This weakens the system. 
Keep the feet dry and warm. 
Try to be regular in eating. 
If you have a persistent or lingering cough, pain 
in your chest, a chill and fever, go home at once—to bed 
—and call your doctor. 
Live in the fresh air, morning, noon and all night 
long. Don’t be afraid of pure air—it won’t hurt you. 
Try to keep well—in fighting trim—not only to re­ 
sist pneumonia, but every form of disease bug that may 
come along.

WHAT IS TERMED AN “UNAL­ 
TERABLE” ' DECISION 
HAS 
a BEEN GIVEN RAIL MEN 
It RY THE PRESIDENT

WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
13.—An 
“unalterable” decision in the rail­ 
way wage controversy was made 
today by President Wilson with re­ 
presentatives of the railroad broth­ 
er hbods. The President says the gov­ 
ernment’s policy was “based on jus­ 
tice to all interests.” 
President Wilson’s decision was 
not announced at the White House. 
Officials said it was a “decision 
concerning a proposal.” From this 
It was assumed that the President 
had refused to grant general wage 
increases but had made a counter 
proposition to the men. 
Secretary 
Tumulty declined 
to 
say whether the President had re­ 
fused specifically the wage demands 
adding that “every one wants to 
settle the strike” and 
that 
the 
brotherhood chiefs would have an 
opportunity to consider the Presi­ 
dent’s suggestions without 
outside 
interference. 
The President’s statement that 
the decision was “based on justice 
to all interests” is in line with 
the final words presented to the 
Union leaders by Director General 
Hines at the last conference with 
them. 
Mr. Hines was understood to have 
told them that with the return or 
the railroads to private control un­ 
der the new railroad bill, an im­ 
partial tribunal for consideration of 
their demands would be created. 
Mr. Hines was understood to have 
suggested that if an increase in pay 
were granted them the roads would 
seek an increase in freight rates 
which would mean increased living 
costs. This argument was present­ 
ed to the union leaders on several 
occasions by the director General, 
it is said. Inasmuch as the unions 
were pressing strongly for a reduc­ 
tion in living costs, officials said 
there was reason to believe tbs 
president had employed this in his 
answer to the union spokesmen. 
After reading his statement to 
the union men, the president asked 
them to give consideration to this 
suggestion and they promised to do 
so.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.— Presi­ 
dent Wilson today made a proposal 
to the representatives of the rail­ 
road brotherhoods for a settlement 
of their wage demands and the men 
agreed to give it consideration. 
The brotherhood men would not 
say what the proposal was. Tempa 
Shay, acting president of the broth­ 
erhoods of firemen and enginemen, 
announced that they could make no 
statement today. 
The White House was expected 
to issue a statement later in the 
day. Meanwhile there was no inti­ 
mation as to whether the President 
would offer a substitute for an in­ 
crease in wages, and the national 
organization committee’s report of 
the high cost of living, or whether 
he would ask the workers to delay 
pressing their demands until the 
railroads were returned to the pri­ 
vate owners, March I.

OIL INCREASE LAST 
YEAR 24,000,000 IN 
BARRELS REPORT 


OIL CITY, PA., Feb. 12.—Oil 
production in the United States dur­ 
ing 1919 was 366,255,611 barrels 
an increase of more than 24,000,- 
000 barrels over the previous year, 
according to the annual review of 
the Oil City Derrick, made public 
today. 
The figures are based on 
pipe line receipts reported monthly, 
estimates of pipe lines not reported, 
and, estimated tank car shipments 
from fields where no regular pipe 
line service existed. 
The 1919 report is a new high 
record in the annual Petroleum out­ 
put of the United States, according 
to the review. 
The fields which 
showed gains were North Carolina, 
Texas, North Louisiana, Gulf Coast, 
Kentucky, Wyoming and Lima dis­ 
tricts. 
Losses were recorded for 
Kansas, Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and Southeastern Ohio.

BOSTON, Feb. 
13.—Secrets of 
Baffin Land, one of the portions of 
the Arctic still unexplored, will be 
the objective of the MacMillan ex­ 
pedition which is in preparation now 
for departure in the summer of 
1921. Although the region was vis­ 
ited several times before the Pil­ 
grims crossed the Atlantic to Cape 
Cod, Baffin Land from the point of 
view of explorers and scientists is 
still one of the richest and most 
alluring fields, of research in the 
north. 
Its whole western shore, more 
than 1,000 miles in length is but 
vaguely defined on the charts. 
Es­ 
kimo have told wonderful tales of 
vast lakes and towering mountains 
in the interior but white men have 
never visited that section. Its flora 
and fauna have never been studied; 
little is known of the movements of 
the tidal currents along its shores; 
and facts of geology, mineralogy and 
meteorology await the coming of 
scientific observers. 
The party headed by Donald Mac­ 
Millan, Perry's lieutenant on the ex­ 
pedition that reached the North Pole 
plans to leave Boston about July I, 
1921, and to reach Baffin Land in 
less than a month, with good luck. 
The following winter will be spent 
on the western shore in latitude 69. 
The camp will probably be just 
south of the entrance of the dan­ 
gerous Fury and Hecla strait where 
the ships of Captains Parry and 
Lyon, seekers of 
a 
northwestern 
passage, were blocked a century ago. 
That is 160 miles north of the Arc­ 
tic Circle and 700 miles south of 
Etah on the shore of northwestern 
Greenland where MacMillan's Crock- 
erland expedition passed four win­ 
ters. 
During the winter attempts will 
be made by dog teams to explore the 
coast northward and in the follow­ 
ing summer the interior of the is­ 
land will be penetrated. The plans 
for the expedition call for an ab­ 
sence of two years from this coun­ 
try. 
In case a longer stay is ne­ 
cessary, no relief expedition will be 
sent according to present arrange­ 
ments. 
If the ship is crushed in 
the ice, the party plans to retreat 
by dog teams to Fort Churchill, th? 
trading post at the foot of Hudson 
Bay and to return to civilization 
by way of northwestern Canada. 
The schooner Bowdoin, named for 
the college which MacMillan is a 
graduate and a present faculty mem­ 
ber, will carry the expedition. 
It 
is expected that the vessel which 
has been especially designed for the 
work required of it will be launched 
at East Boothbay, Me., the coming 
summer. 
It is to be of the Glou­ 
cester fisherman knockabout type, 
of HO tons displacement, of unus­ 
ually 
strong 
construction 
and 
sheathed on the outside with iron­ 
wood to resist the grip of the ice 
as far as is possible. 
It will be 
approximately 87 feet in 
length 
with a draught of 9 1-2 feet, and 
will be equipped with rcuje oil en­ 
gines capable of 
developing 
60 
horse power. 
In addition to 2,000 
gallons of crude oil, 500 gallons of 
kerosene and 20 tons of coal, the 
Bowdoin will carry in her hold 
stores and supplies for six men for 
two years. 
The MacMillan Arctic Association 
just 
organized 
with 
Lieutenant 
Peary as president will back the ex­ 
pedition. 
It is composed of Bow­ 
doin colleg alumni and other friends 
of the explorer.

Untied shortage of raw material, in­ 
creased cost of coal and wages is 
being reflected in a general in­ 
crease in prices throughout Germany 
according to the German newspapers. 
A Hamburg rubber goods company 
has announced a 30 percent increase 
i n the cost of all goods. Leather 
goods have gone up in price enor­ 
mously. Some dealers say the price 
bas reached such a stage that they 
believe it will be virtually impos­ 
sible to do business in the leather 
line if the price takes another jump. 
I Trade papers have recommended 
that leather goods be premitted to 
be imported free of luxury tax. 
German newspapers are contempla­ 
ting an increase both in the rate 
of subscription and of advertising. 
Despite the wail of high prices 
German newspapers published long 
accounts recently to the effect that 
many foreigners, especially, Russians 
had been flocking to Germany to 
take advantage of the low cost of 
living due to the low value of the 
mark. One newspaper says: “T h e 
cost of living for a foreigner in Ger­ 
many today is probably one fourth 
of that abroad. Naturally, foreigners 
attracted by the cheapness of living 
conditions are flocking to various 
parts of Germany. Many of these are 
Russians emigrants who e s c a p e d 
from Stockholm of Copenhagen with 
money enough to last them a year 
or so but who, by coming to Ger- 
m a n y, find themselves provided 
with enough money to last them five 
or six years.
